REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMISSIONERS FOR EXPEN- 
DITURES FOR 1935 AND TAXES RECOM- 
MENDED FOR 1936 

The School Board, at their regular meeting January 31st 
to prepare a budget for the ensuing year voted to present to the 
citizens for their consideration at the annual town meeting a 
request for a tax of $1.25 on the dollar. This is an excess of 5 
cents over last year's tax and it is to be used in giving the teachers 
back part of the reduction in salaries which they have been receiv- 
ing the past few years. Our teachers are receiving about 30% 
less now than they were in 1932. We feel if the voters would vote 
a 5 cent increase on the dollar we could reimburse them a part 
of their previous salaries and at the same time balance our budget.

Music is generally considered to 
Mr jr; i Hindi a part of the school curriculum to-day as is any other 
ulijort The additional state aid now given your town will easily 
non l liis and should also be used to provide an increase in the 
n hi l ies of your teachers. 
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RESULTS OF THE INSTRUCTION 

The plan of individual instruction reported upon last year 
has been followed and further developed by the use of improved 
goal cards. The general results have been highly satisfactory a s 
measured by the achievement test standards. The Center Rutland 
School has moved from an average of about two grades below 
standard in 1932 to *5 of one grade below standard last June. 
The improvement is noticeable in all grades. Only one rural 
school was up to the test standard in 1932; three were up to or 
above the standard set by the tests in June 1935. These gains 
are the result of requiring mastery of the material studied before 
the pupil is promoted. At all times the ability of the pupil is 
considered in determining mastery. New goal cards were pre- 
pared and placed in use early in the year. The new cards seem 
to meet our needs better than the temporary form which was 
being used. 

REPAIRS AND NEEDED REPAIRS 

The Center Rutland school was redecorated throughout the 
interior using a small amount of government paid labor. The 
exterior of the Dyer school was painted during the summer of 
1935, A “Motor Stoker” was installed at the Center Rutland 
building in an effort to save fuel cost. It is not yet fully evident 
that the machine will be entirely successful but the cost of heating 
the building cannot be increased under the installation agree- 
ment made. New chemical toilets have been installed at the 
Cheney Hill school in place of the old ones which were no longer 
usable. All schools need additional built-in book shelves or other 
storage space for the school library or for other books and 
materials. 

The repairs needed during 1936-1937 appear to be: 

1. Replacing chemical toilets at the Post school. 

2. Painting interiors of the rural schools. 

3. Book cases or cupboards at all schools. 


4. Remodelling one or more rural school buildings to make 
them conform to the Superior School rating which they 
bear. 

The first three items are necessary. In regard to the fourth, since 
some remodelling is necessary under any conditions, it would 
seem to be wise to remodel one rural school each year for a period 
of five years, thus making it possible to retain your “Superior” 
plates and to make your buildings more usable for both edu- 
cational and community purposes. With the help of the local 
P, T. A, groups, the cost of this project would not be excessive 
for any of the buildings. The usual amount of minor repairs 
need to be taken care of in addition to the above recommen- 
dations. 

THE FINANCIAL PROBLEM 
The last session of the legislature enacted the following 
law: Sec. 4177. Annually on or before February 1 the board shall 
prepare and include in the annual town report a complete state- 
ment for the school year ending June 30 previous, giving an 
itemized summary of all .state and local receipts and expenditures 
showing net cost to the district on the items for which the dis- 
trict receives state aid and showing balance or deficit in the 
school account; a comparative statement of liabilities covering 
a period of five years; a statement showing the number of 
elementary and high school pupils respectively, with the average 
amount expended for each pupil and the cost of each separate 
school, a report of the conditions and needs of the schools. The 
board shall also include in the annual town report a summarized 
statement of receipts and expenditures from the end of such last 
fiscal year to February l,or before, and showing the budget for 
the current year and the budget prepared for the year following. 

The rearrangements, together with the fact that your town 
treasurer has separated his accounts according to law, and in 
view of the fact that the School District is a municipality 
separate from the Town makes it advisable to consider what shall 
be done as regards financing the School District. 
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I find that in 1913 the schools printed a separate report at 
the end of the school year— June 1913. The following year the 
audit of accounts was made in February and has been made 
in that month ever since. As a result there has never been enough 
money available to run the schools until the end of the legal 
school year, June 30. The deficit of several thousands of dollars 
has been made up by transfer from the general account. This 
practice does not appear to be advisable for the future for several 
reasons among which is the payment of considerable amounts of 
interest each year. 

You will note from the treasurer's report that the school 
account has a balance of about $1,000. In the School District 
estimates you will note the expected expenditures to July 1 to 
be $8,707 making it necessary to borrow $8,000 between now and 
June 30 to cover the necessary expense of the schools and the 
interest on the money. 

Many towns have been taking care of this situation in the 
past few years. Some have raised the money at once by a special 
tax, some have bonded the Town for the money, some have raised 
a tax to retire the deficit over a period of the next few years. 

A decision about this financing should be arrived at, at the 
coming School District Meeting. 

I wish to thank all those who have helped to make the schools 
of your Town a continued success during the past year. The 
success is due to many persons cooperating rather than to any 
official few.

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VERA PROJECT 

Your Selectmen were able to get a VERA Project started in 
March, 1935. The Town’s Unselected Road Fund of $862.50 was 
used to finance the Town’s share of the Project, trucks, material 
and foreman. This work was done on the Gleason Road, which 
was widened and graveled, also blasting a ledge on the Post 
Road. 

When this project was completed another was procured 
using the Town’s Selected Road Fund for financing its part. 
This was used on Roads 1, 3 and 5. 

These projects assisted quite materially in furnishing em- 
ployment and keeping our Overseer’s account down. The total 
amount of wages received by those employed on these Projects 
paid entirely by the Federal Government was $1,721.00.

REPORT OF ROAD COMMISSIONER 

Surface Retreatment of the East Proctor Road cost $486.00 
of which the state paid $307.88. 

Calcium chloride was applied to the Billings Road, Grave 
Street Road, Cold River Road, and East Pittsford Road. The 
State paid $347.05 or one-half the cost of this extra maintenance. 

The 5% and State Aid Money was used on the Cold River 
Road beginning at Ray Ruck’s and extending north one-half 
mile, the road being widened, filled, and graveled. 

Beginning at the Rutland City line and extending .7 mile 
north, Grove Street Road was shaped, and resurfaced, the state 
contributing two-thirds or $188.05 of the cost which was 8282.00. 

VERA labor was used on the Cold River and Grove Street 
projects. 

Billings Road was resurfaced and shaped from Relock's, 
one-quarter mile south, at a cost of $257.85, the state paying 
$171.00. 

The Dyer Road was resurfaced the entire length, the gravel 
being donated and loaded by R. D. Barker,
